Capt. George Hull Porter, president 
of the Illinois Athletic club, who re-| 


cently put a ban on Germans and the 
German language so far as the club 
is concerned, has received many anon- 
ymous letters, some of them threaten- 
ing and all abusive. 

Almost without exception the letters 
are unprintable. Their number is ex- 
ceeded. only by the number of vompli- 
mentary letters Capt. Porter has re- 
ceived from people in all parts-of the 
country. 

Some of the abussive letters are writ-. 
ten on pieces of wrapping paper. 
Nearly all are written in lead pen¢il 
and the paper in every case is of poor 
quality. The spelling in almost all 
cases indicates a lack of familiarity 
with the English language. 

Several of them express threats to 
“get” Capt. Porter. One says, briefly: 

“Watch out: We're going to get 
you, you dirty Englishman,” . 

Few of the writers refer to the cap- 
tain as an American. “ You dirty Eng- 
lishman” appears to haye been the 
‘stock expression of the majority. It 
happens that @apt. Porter is not Eng-

American Genius to Win. 
™ Humanity is not so made that you | 
can evolve great organizations off- 
hand. We are engaged in a struggle 
with probably the most efficient or- 
ganization of people in the world. We 
have had faith that American genius 
might win the war. It may become a 
great factor. It is not unlikely that 
this war will be won, as many wars 
have been won, by something entirely 
new which was developed after the 
war began. - 

“Whatever is done we must all keep 
our minds set on the firm determina- 
tion never to quit without complete 
victory. It cannot be expected that 
the greatest struggle the earth has 
seen will not have its rises and falls; 
that there will not come times of great 
optimism and times of low pessimism. 
“But there is one thing for us to 
do, one thing for our country to do, 
and that is to exert its utmost effort 
and never quit until it has succeeded. 


Must Have Patience. 


“And then we must have patience. 
We are appropriating ‘unbelievable 
sums of money. Our government is 
expending these enormous amounts. 
‘Mistakes will occur here; mistakes 
will occur there. You cannot build up 
a great army and. navy and the great 
organization that goes with it without 
mistakes. Let us help to correct them, 
but do not forget that they are natural 
and cannot be avoided. 

“We must have patience. We must 
not be too hurried in our. judgment. 
We must not condemn too quickly 
where mistakes have occurred.

FLIES AND MANURE.—Flies cannot 
breed {nm manure that is higher in tem- 
perature than 104 degrees. If manure 
cannot be otherwise disposed of, Cope- 
man advises piling it.in piles several 
feet high and packing it with shovels. 
When thus piled and packed it ferments 
and develops heat enough to kill fly eggs 
and fly larve. Sometimes papers and 
other rubbish are piled on top and around 
the sides of the manure pile. These are 
burned, making the destruction of eggs 
and larve still more certain. 

Wherever possible chickens are allowed 
| to scratch over manure piles. They eat 
the fly eggs and larve. It is said that 


eggs and larva. 

In the army they make their own fly 
stick-em. Four pints of castor oil are 
heated in an open pan. Into this 9% 
pounds of crushed rosin is stirred. The 
heating and stirring are continued until 
the rosin is dissolved. About one hour 
is required. The hot mixture is then 
painted on wires, strings, param and 
paper. 

The best pian is as follows | Baling 
wire is straightened and cut in pieces 
two and one-half feet long. One end is 
bent to form a hook. On the other end 
a cord is stuck. This wire is coated 
with stick-em. The wire is hooked to a 
wire cord or beam near the roof of the 
tent or room. It was found by experi- 
ment that more flies could be caught on 
a wire or cord hanging from the ceiling 
than in any other way. It was found 
that neither sugar, honey, nor fish flavor 
added to the se walt increased its effec- 
tiveness. 

In making forlmatin fly poison one part 
of formalin by volume to 39 parts of 
water must be used. If the mixture was 
weaker than that it would not kill flies; 
if it was stronger they would not drink 
it. Some sugar or molasses added to the 
formalin water increased its efficiency.

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LICE.—One of the most effective meth- 
ods of controlling body lice was to go 
over the seams of the clothing with a 
hot iron, Body lice live in the clothes. 
They get on the body for purposes of 
biting and then return to the cloththg. 
A hot iron on the seams will kill both 
the lice and their éggs. Steam will ac- 
complish the same purpose, but clothing 
goes to pieces after having been steamed 
a few times. If the seams are greased 
with vermijelli. containing 2 per cent 
creosote the lice keep away. N. C. I. 
powder is probably the most efficient 
agent for ge tegen lice.

"RELIEF CROPS IN 


FRANCE ARE a 


ORD das been received by the 
American Committee for Dev- 
aStated France that no sup- 
plies, crops, or live stock be- 

longing to the committee were de- 
stroyed during the recent German ad- 
vance. This information has been 
given out by Myron T. Herrick, presi- 
dent of this relief organization, at the 
national peas pencluicks in New York 
City. 

He states that M. Lebrun, minister 
of the blockade and liberated regions 
of France, has cabled to this effect to 
Andre Tardieu, French high commis- 
sioner, to the United States. Letters 
to the same effect have been received 
also from Miss Anne Morgan’and Mrs. 
A. M. Dike, in charge of the work in 
France. M. henrans communication 
says. 

“Headquarters at Blerancourt have 
been temporarily removed to Audigni- 
court, and three other villages evacu- 
ated to make room for French troops. 
The farmers remain on the farms, all 
of which lie south of Blerancourt. 

“Six hundred children were taken to 
Vic-sur-Aisne, where they are being 
fed, clothed, and educated. The French 
government has asked the American 
committee to open two more centers,

A letter written by Mrs. Dike Easter 
Sunday describes the thrilling periods 
of the retreat before the great German 
onrush. It follows in part: | | 

“On Wednesday night, March 20, at 
10 o’clock we nears the barrage within 
a few miles. For several days we 
had had cakes fog night and morning, 
with a clear sky at noon, and undoubt- 
edly the Germans had made all their 
observations and under cover of the 
fog brought their men and guns into 
position. The next morning the guns 
were so near and the rumors so dis- 
turbing we decided to go into that 
region where we had several small 
villages under our protection and help 
in the evacuation of the civilians.

He re- 
ceived that for several weeks, but 
soon became convinced that he was 
merely being paid back some of his 
own money and he had reason to be- 
lieve that other salaries, not paid until 
he had invested, were coming from 
the same source.

Federal Report Indicates 
572,539,000 Bushel 
Yield. 


Further improvement in the winter 
‘heat crop during the last month is 
shown in the government report for 
May, which indicates a yield of 572,- 
539,000 bu, as against 418,070,000 bu last 
year. The crop in prospect is the third 
largest crop on record, being exceeded 
$n 1915 and 1914 by productions of 
674,000,000 bu and 685,000,000 bu, re 
spectively. 

As weather and soil conditions over 
the belt are favorable, there is a pos- 
gibility of the crop materially exceed- 
Sng the May estimate, and it will be 
yemembered that in figuring the crop 
in June and July the government uses 
@ par yield of 19.1 bu per acre, or 1 bu 
per acre larger than the basis used this 
month. 

5,778,000 Acres Abandoned. 


it is estimated that 5,778,000 acres of 
the winter wheat sown last fall has 
been abandoned. This is materially 
greater than the trade generally had 
looked for, but. there are 36,392,000 


f@cres still standing, which is the largest 


on record since the 40,453,000 acres in 
3915. The bumper yield of 1914 was 
produced on an area nearly 400,000 
gcres smaller than that remaining for 
harvest this season. Condition of the 
crop is given as 86.4, compared with 
78.6 a month ago and 73.2 a year ago. 

Rye condition is placed at 85.8, same 
AS a month ago, and compared with 
"88.8 a year ago. A crop of 92,629,000 
bu is indicated, as against 60,145,000 bu 
raised last year, which was the largest 
on record. 

Weather Hurts Winter Wheat. 


Although winter killing is the usual 
cause of abandonment, an important 
@ause this year was the unusual dry 
weather of last fall and this spring, 
which prevented growth after a weak 
germination. Cool and moist weather 
auring April was responsible for the 
improvement during the last month. 
The tmprovement recently has been 
most marked in the southwest states 
and Kansas has a promise of 96,- 
104000 bu. 

Crop prospects in the ini wheat 
belt are also favorable and if main- 
tained until harvest the country may 
yet reach the desired goal of a total 
Wheat yield close to 1,000,000,000 bu.
